To give some eoncoption of 
the amount of money derived 
from a given number of bush- 
el.* of gr.ain used in the distilla- 
tion of a certain number of 
gallons of whiskev I submit a 
few figures obtained from .1 . 
\\'.Sliields government store- 
keeper and guager for Littel's 
distillery in this place. In the 
dislilling of 2,fi00 gallons of 
whiskey 000 bushels of grain 
were used. The amount paiil 
out for grain at 50 cents per 
bushel would Aggregate $480,- 
oO. At $2,.'50 per gallon, 
wliich which is tlie distillery 
price, IC.UOo are realized on 
the 2,600 gallons, besides 
something like $400 being de- 
rived trom slops. On this the 
Government receives a tax of 
iiO cents par gallon, or in the 
aggreg,it(\ ^LMTjO. After pay- 
ing the ta.\ and for grain the 
sum cf s3,2l)9 remaining for 
the distillery. Of course the 
lattes sum is not by and means 
all profit to the distiller, as the 
expenses of o^ierating the dis- 
tillery must be deducted.

The weather has been fav- 
orable for cut worms, and in 
some places very destructive. 
Corn that is planted and u^) re- 
ported in bad condition: grounvl 
too wet to work and weeds 
growidg faster than corn. On 
the 27th the weather changed 
— lair and cooler iind prospects 
for the better. I have sent 
out from this olBce this spring 
a large lot of - select seed corn 
of two very fiine varieties, of 
which I hope to receive gtxid 
reportik The supply of old 
corn on hands will be sufficient 
for home consumption, but the 
demand for it has caused high- 
er yrioes, and it is opinion that 
it will ' not be cheaper until 
more is raised— 01 per cent. 

TOBACCO. 

Reports indicate a large crop: 
the weather has been very fav- 
orable for setting where the 
ground was prepared, but the 
large part of the crop is yet to 
be planted.
